Plowing by Electricity. 


From the Chicago News, 

Atarecent meeting of the Paris 
Academy of Science, M. Tresca gave 
an account of some experiments in 
mee electricity which he wit- 
* in the Marne. A 
* machine, making 1200 revo- 
lutions a minute, and driven by a 
steam engine, was connected to a sec- 
ond Gramme at a distance of 440 
yards, and caused the latter to revolve 
at the rate of 1140 revolutions to the 
minute, the electricity preduced by 
the first machine being thus converted 
into work. The second machine was 


connected to a third at a distance of 


e 


210 yards, and these two worked ca- 
bles attached to a double Brabant 
plow. According to M. Tresca, the 
experiment was very successful, the 
work accomplished representing the 


equivalent of three-horse power, while 


one-half of the motive power obtained 
from the steam engine was really 
transferred to a distance of 1000 yards 
from the furnace.
